Library Tax: What It Means In 


T his

library referendum . 
of a series of four articles on the

On Tuesday, Nov. 8, voters in five Lower 
Burks County municipalities will be asked to de­ 
cide whether they are willing to pay a tax which 
will expand the library facilities available 
to 
them. 
In Falls, Middletown and Bristol Townships 
and in rullytown Borough, a referendum will be 
on the ballot asking them to vote in favor of or 
against a one-mill tax for library purposes. 
In 
Langhome, the same referendum will ask for a 
one-half-mill tax. 
If it is adopted, the tax will provide $154,000 
annually which will enable the libraries in th o s e 
areas to more than double their p r e s e n t facilities 
— their hours, tin* number of books and refer­ 
ences available and the experienced, trained help 
a library user might need. 


Different Sides 
Should the referendum be adopted or rejected? 
Already, this question has split the five munici­ 
palities sharply. Even educators and profession­ 
al librarians find themselves on different s id e s . 
The principal points in contention are these:

A lot of these questions can’t be answered 
without looking at the set-up that has been pro­ 
vided for this federated library and going into the 
history of the situation a bit. 


Librarians are history buffs anyway. 
They 
love to tell you that the first library was in Egypt 
and actually consisted of a collection of 
stone 
tablets, way back before pen or paper were known. 
They will tell you, too, that the Langhome-Mid- 
dletown library can trace its beginnings to 1688 


— and Langhorne - Middletown is a part of this 
proposed federated library. 
Until very recently, however, Langhome-Mid- 
dletown was a private library; every card holder 
had to pay an annual fee. The idea of a public li­ 
brary, supported by public funds, came tumbling 
out of teeming, over-eager and sometimes brash 
Levittown. 
It is far from an isolated situation. People 
moving out of the big city found themselves far­ 
th e r and farther from the facilities they grew up 
with, as well as closer and closer to the rising 
tax rate, i'he battle between p u b lic libraries and 
lower taxes is common to many suburban areas 
today. 
May Be Big 
At any rate, the five municipalities involved 
in the Nov. 8 referendum now have three libraries 
available to them. Two of them are more than 
100 years old — Langhorne - Middletown and 
F allsington. I he other has been in existence only 
three years. It’s the Regional Library at the cor­ 
ner of Mill C reek and Levittown Parkways, an out­ 
growth of the Levittown library, and it’s by far the 
largest of the three. 
Compared to the other two, it m ay be big; 
it s open 33 hours a week while Fallsington does 
business only 14 hours each week and Langhorne- 
Middletown, 17. 
However, according to William P. Joyce, Region
